Weather Signs 

Why.' is it that so many people 
know riot hi ng apparently of weather 
signs and are unable to make a reas¬ 
onable forecast of Uie weather for 
a day or two? There are weather 
signs in plenty. Take harness, for 
instance. If you find the harness wet 
and mucky or sticky, look out for a 
storm within two or three days. If

Three Cornered 
Contest Probable 
At Medicine Hat 


EdgertOn Farmer Believes He 
A Sure Money Maker In 
Beaver Ranch 


A three-cornered contest is not im¬ 
probable in the by-election in Medi 
cine Hat made vacant by the death 
of the late A. L. Sifton, which elec¬ 
tion must be filled before six months. 
The United Farmers of Alberta seem 
determined to place a man in the field 
while the Liberals and the Conserva¬ 
tives are both inclined to enter the 
contest. There is a bare possibility 
of a labor candidate also in the run¬ 
ning, that is not regarded as prob¬ 
able. . 

This will be the first by-election in 
Alberta, since the election in 1917, 
and the first contest since the farm¬ 
ers decided upon political action. The 
U.F.A. members say that the riding 
i s better organized for them than any 
other riding in the province. A con¬ 
vention of the political organization 
will be held at the Hat on March 24th 
for the purpost of nominating a can¬ 
didate t'O contest the seat. 


Undoubtedly one of the most un¬ 
usual farms in Alberta to-day is a 
beaver ranch at Edgerton belonging 
to Mr. F. F. Parkinson. On his fur 
farm, which is the largest of its kind 
in the west, over a hundred beavers 
are being raised, and when they have 
multiplied sufficiently in number, a 
portion of them will be trapped and 
sold for their fur each year.

They have been multiplying so rapid¬ 
ly that he recently secured the priv¬ 
ileges of breeding them and prividing 
feed, ana from his observations he is 
convinced it is a paying proposition 
and one that willl reap him a sure in¬ 
come.

If one kind of grain may 3e singled 
out for special mention, thst grain is 
oats; for while oat kernels show less 
sign of frost damage than other grain, 
their germinating power is more eas¬ 
ily affected by frost. 

The month of March i^ the best 
time to iky the foundation for good 
crops by getting seed of the very best 
quality and purity, and varieties 
suited to soil and climate. Here is 
the one place in raising a crop where 
where the bare expenditure of money 
will do as much towards a successful 
harvest as will many long hours of 
labor in the hot sun later on. Afew 
cents seemingly saved in the spring 
by. buying cheaper seed will result 
many times in a multiplied loss at 
harvest. If there is one thing which 
it does pay to get the best, it is gar¬ 
den and field seeds. 

Neither does it pay to 'ignore 
varieties, for the grower of improved 
grains can always depend upon get¬ 
ting a premium for his seed. The 
best course, it seems, is to test out 
the new varieties that seem most 
likely to succeed, in a small way at 
first,. 

One may test his seed at home, 
and get four different results. That, 
however, does not prove that testing 
is useless. On the contrary, the aver¬ 
age of those four results will prove 
the value 'of the grain in question for 
seer purposes. _ 

Anyone can satisfactorily test his 
seed at home if he will. On the other 
hand, there is the seed testing labor¬ 
atory at the Vermilion school of agri- 
culeure, where seed is tested free of 
charge, by expperts. It is only nec¬ 
essary to send a few ounces, in an 
ordinary envelope. The name and 
address of sender should be on the 
package, addressed to School of Ag¬ 
riculture, Vermilion, Alta.

263.189.300 bushels from 18,232,274 
acres as compared with 93,260,400 
bushels from 19,125,968 acres in 1919 
and with 254,480,440 bushels from 
16,324,969 acres, the annual average 
for the five years of 1915-1919. 

The average yield of wheat, per 
acre, was 14 1-2 bushels a.s against 10 
bushels in 1919 and 15 1*2 bushels, 
the five year average.

SHORT STORIES OF A SOLDIER’S LIFE 
AT THE FRONT 


THE SOMME SCRAP (SOME OF IT) 


As I have said in a previous story, 
though the Some scrap was not what 
could be called nice the front was one 
that is foremost in my memory,, this 
is maybe so because i was on this 
hard and trying fighting front that I 
received a rather nasty wound. 

In this story I mean to cover 
ground starting with the night of the 
25th of September to the night of the 
27th of September 1916. 

We had been all day in the Mart- 
inpunch front, and were stationed in 
the farther end of Sausage Valley. 
During the afternoon I got a motion 
on a sudden, to roam around looking 
for souviniers and started toward the 
front line. Crossing The Maple Leaf 
track I was soon amongst a lot of 
dead Germans and a various assort- 
men of war materials from field 
dressings to rifles. 

I was poking about among the dif¬ 
ferent likely places to find something 
and was thinking that my trip was all 
to no good when I spied a rather long 
bayonet on a German rifle, it was 
certainly one of the old brigade for 
it was thin and double edgecl as w’ell 
as being rather longer han any of 
the other of the different bayonets. 
But what was most delightful to me 
was that it was still shining 'and in 
good order on the blade. I tried to 
get it off the rifle and was struck 
right away for it wap rusted on there, 
and I had to get another rifle and 
give it a few good knocks before it 
would some off. Well I got it 'off to 
my satisfaction and was waltzing 
around with it nn my hand sticking 
it a all sorts of things and using it as 
a poker where I did not want to use 
m y hands. Presently I got rather 
tired of hunting and looked around 
me to see where I had wandered to 
and wa s surprised to find that I was 
within a suarter of a mile of Martin- 
punch. While I was watching the 
front, my eye was attracted to a flash 
of a gun in a wood on a slight slope 
over in the German lines, this gave 
me a start for a moment for I was 
rather surprised to see a gun flash 
so plainly, and I began to curse my 
self for having left my, maps and my 
compass behind at the funkhole. 

The thought that I could get the lo¬ 
cation of N the gun if 1 had bad my 
map and compass, had hardly passed 
through my head when 1 heard the 
that was coming in my general id- 
hurry I saw a small shell hole neai\ 
into which I lost no time in getting, 
just about 20 yards away from me 
and it was in a direct line for me. 
Well as soon as the pieces had sift¬ 
ed through I started for a trench that 
was a 100 yords away to the rear 
another one of the shells dropt where 


of the small trench we were in and 
lone and myself stood out on the top 
started to criticize a battery of 18’s 
that were over 'on a ridg-e’j300 ■ yards 
away from us. They had jbeen fir¬ 
ing more or less all afternoofri and we 
had just seen a shell, that Iwias rat¬ 
her red colored leave one pf them. 
Malone said that they would have to 
quit soon if they did not want trouble 
and I had just answered, when the 
guns right behind .again started and 
gave a salvo for a start, it nearly 
knocked us off our feet an 3 as the 
shells passed over somethin ^ splash¬ 
ed into the mud near to us. 

Turning to Malone, I said, “We had 
better get into the holes, thaV sound¬ 
ed like a piece of driving band to me” 
We had turned to go back and >on 
turning around we saw some of our 
men running to another fellow who 
was holding his wrist Then someone 
shouted for a. stretcher bearer and we 
knew the fellow as hit, so immedi¬ 
ately we started to the spot to see 
who it was. Of course we realized 
that it was a piece of this driving 
band for about that time no shell had 
dropped within half a mile of us. On 
getting to the fellow, we saw that he 
was hit through the wr st, and that 
the piece of band had not gone quite 
brough, the strtcher bearer was pu 
ling it out, with a piece of gauze a- 
round his hand, for the splinter was 
still hot. The poor fellow howled in 
more or less pain and said that he 
was sorry to get hit like that for he 
wanted to go into the line with his 
brother who was in the same section. 
The sequel to this was that the next 
day his brother got killed in action. 
Had he a premonition that his bro¬ 
ther was in danger? We all thought 
so afterwards.

for the rest of the trip and I hought 
to myself that by the general look >of

After a few minutes 
there they started firing and the con¬ 
cussion from them at that distance 
in front was not in the least a thing 
that anyone would fancy to have if 
his nerves were on the rocks.

Consumption of bacon and pork 
products for this year estimated at 
40 per ce*nt in excess of probable pro¬ 
duction; freight, duty and depreciat¬

MO CLEARANCE FOR NORTH BY 
NY ROUTE BUT THE POLICE 


• The only way to get into the north 
this coming spring and summer, will 
be to qualify for, secure, and carry 
clearance papers from the Royal Can¬ 
adian Mounted Police. There will 
be no such thing as booking passage 
without them, and there will he no 
open door into the oil country on any 
•other terms. 

The new regulations imposed by 
to any whoce physical condition is 
the Dominion authorities will be rig¬ 
idly enforced, it is stated. The pro¬ 
visions (Of both the health and entry 
ordinances, will be carried to the let¬ 
ter, as wild the most recent ruling 
providing that every northbound 
traveller must be medically examined. 

In the nature <of things the new re¬ 
gulations will »apply particularly to 
passengers by the air route, and it is 
the intention of the authorities to in¬ 
sist upon a srict adherence to the rule 
No flying machine of any kind will 
be permitted to leave for the Mac¬ 
kenzie territory without clearing the 
police or without each of its passeng¬ 
ers being certified by a medical of¬ 
ficer as physically and mentally fit to 
make the trip. 

While the regulations apply equally 
to passage by steamer or in any other 
way the necessity of medical exam¬ 
ination in case of an air flight is re¬ 
garded as all the greater because of 
the severer tests up>on the travelers 
vitality and heart action. In such 
cases it is therefore intended to make 
a careful examination of each would- 
be passenger and to refuse permission 
to any whose physical condition is 
such as to make an air trip at high 
speed imprudent.
